DISTRICT. 

Nursing. 

domiciliary  nursing  and  midwifery  service  is  available 
throughout  the  district  as  part  of  the  County  Council’s  scheme 
under  the  National  Health  Service  Act. 

District  Nurse/Hidwives  are  stationed  at  Barlby,  Skipwith, 
Escrick  and  Hcslington. 


Laboratory  Facilities. 

Bacterioilogical  samples  are  examined  at  the  Public  Health 
Laboratory,  Hull,  and  routine  samples  of  water  are  sent  to 
this  Laboratory  for  examination. 


Ambulance  Service. 

Ambulances  are  based  at  Selby  and  York.

General  medical  and  surgical  cases  are  admitted  to  hospitals 
at  York  and  Selby. 

M'aternity  cases  are  admitted  to  the  Fulford  Maternity 
Hospital,  Westo'w  Croft  Nursing  Home,  Westow^  Westwood 
Maternity  Hospital,  Beverley,  and  the  Goole  Maternity  Home. 


National  Assistance  Act,  1948.  Section  47. 

It  was  necessary  to  take  action  under  this  Section  in  one 
case  during  the  year.  This  was  an  old  woman  of  77  years, 
who  was  living  alone  in  a cottage  in  very  insanitary  condi- 
tions. She  was  not  capable  of  looking  after  herself.  Action 
was  taken  in  the  first  place  under  the  National  Assistance 
(Amendment)  Act,  1951,  and  she  was  removed  to  Part  HI 
Accommodation  provided  by  the  County  Conncil.  On  appli- 
cation to  the  Court,  a detention  order  was  granted  for  a period 
of  3 months.  When  this  expired,  an  extension  for  a further 
period  of  3 months  was  granted  by  the  Court.  As  it  was  then 
reported  that  the  old  woman  had  settled  happily  in  the  Home, 
the  Order  was  allowed  to  lapse.  She  has  remained  voluntarily 
in  the  Home  and  has  made  no  attempt  to  return  to  her  own 
cottage. 
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REPORT  OF  SANITARY  INSPECTOR. 

Water  Supply. 

1 he  total  consumption  of  water  during'  the  year  was  121 
million  gallons,  a decrease  of  8 millions  g^allons  on  1953.  The 
proportion  o'f  supi)ly  from  Selby  U.D.C.  and  York  Waterworks 
Co.  remained  almost  identical — 81  millions  and  40  millions 
respectively. 

Portions  of  the  Village  of  Escrick  continue  to  be  supj)lied 
from  the  Escrick  Park  private  system. 

All  supplies  are  chlorinated,  and  bacteriological  samples 
show  satisfactory  results. 

New  supplies  totalled  42  during  the  year,  17  on  rateable 
value  and  25  on  meter. 

Frefiuent  com]>laints  of  lack  of  pressure  have  been  received 
from  the  residents  of  Thorganbyy  Skipwith  and  North  Duf- 
held.  During  the  day,  these  parishes  rely  to  a large  extent 
on  the  Wheldrake  Water  Tower,  and  the  amount  of  water 
entering  the  tower  during  the  night  does  not  always  provide 
a sufficient  storage  for  the  following  day. 

The  improvements  now  being  carried  out  by  York  Water- 
works Co'.  to  both  storage  and  distribution  are  anticipated  to 
improve  the  jiressure  at  the  point  of  the  ConnciTs  bulk  supply 
(Grimstcn).  This  should  produce  an  accumulative  effect,  in 
that  an  increased  day  ])ressure  will  reduce  the  amount  flowing 
from  the  Tower,  and  an  increased  night  pressure  will  increase 
the  amount  entering  the  Tower. 

The  ixossibility  of  an  im])rovement  by  means  of  “ boosting  ” 
is  being  considered  by  the  Consultant  Engineer  (Mr.  Fair- 
bank)  but  the  siting  of  a ])um]>  presents  considerable  difficulty 
to  ensure  that  one  locality  is  not  being  given  an  improved 
jiressure  to*  the  detriment  of  consumers  in  another. 

During  the  year,  20  defects  on  the  s])un  iron  mains  were 
located  and  repaired,  10  being  fractures  and  10  being  due  to 
external  corrosion  of  the  ])ii)es.  No  defects  occurred  on  the 
fYment  Asbestos  mains. 

Refuse  Collection. 

The  collection  service  continues  to  make  weekly  collections 
from  all  the  ]>roperties  which  are  reasonably  near  the  high- 
way, and  ]>eriodic  visits  are  made  to  isolated  properties  on 
request. 


Three  vehicles  are  u|)erating-,  each  with  a loader-driver  and 
two  loaders.  One  vehicle,  a 10  cubic  yard  Fordsoii  purchased 
in  1952,  is  in  sound  condition,  but  the  others,  both  7 cubic 
yard  Karrier  Bantams,  purchased  in  1946,  are  dilapidated. 
The  purchase  of  at  least  one  replacement  vehicle  during  the 
current  year  is  envisaged,  and  the  comparative  costs  O'f  a 
vehicle  with  larger  ca])acity  is  being  carefully  considered. 

The  disposal  of  refuse  continues  at  Crockey  Hill  and  Barlby 
tips,  but  the  former  is  almost  full.  The  site  at  North  Duffield 
is  ready  for  use  as  required. 


Rodent  ControL 

The  duties  of  rodent  operative  are  carried  out  by  an  em- 
ployee who'  is  principally  engaged  on  maintenance  of  sewage 
disposal  plants. 

The  Councirs  refuse  tii)s  and  sewers  have  been  given  fre- 
quent treatment.  Certain  business  premises  have  been  treated 
and  the  costs  recovered.  Treatment  of  domestic  properties 
has  been  carried  out  either  where  an  infestation  has  been 
discovered  or  reported,  and  in  this  case  no  charg'e  is  made. 


Sewage  Disposal. 

During  the  year,  the  connection  to  the  new  sewer  of  house 
drains  in  Mill  Lane  and  Hull  Road,  Heslington,  was  completed. 
This  is  the  only  development  involving  a number  of  properties. 

The  emptying  of  cesspools  in  Fordlands  Road  continues,  in 
some  cases  very  frequently,  and  it  is  hoped  that  the  Hesling- 
ton-Fulf(md  sewerage  scheme  will  not  be  long  delayed. 

In  various  villages,  the  Council  have  sewage  disposal  plants 
treating  the  discharge  from  the  CVnincil  estates.  Of  these, 
six  have  electrically-] )owered  pumping  ap])aratus,  four  pumps 
and  two  ejectors.  These  are  given  regular  supervision,  in 
some  cases  daily,  and  continue  to  o]>erate  satisfactorily. 

Oi)en  dykes  form  ])art  of  the  sewerage  system  of  several 
villages,  and  periodical  cleansing’  is  carried  out  to'  maintain 
conditions  as  satisfactory  as  possible.  Nevertheless,  certain 
dykes  in  Dunnington  and  Elvington  arc  such  that  cleansing 
makes  practically  no  improvement. 

It  is  hoped  that  the  proposed  sewerage  schemes  for  these 
two  villages  will  follow  promptly  after  that  of  Fulford  and 
fieslington. 
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Housing  Act,  1949-54. 

Following  increased  national  publicity,  and  partly  due  to 
certain  amendments  in  the  conditions,  a number  O'f  property 
owners  in  the  area  have  applied  and  received  approval  for 
grants  towards  the  cost  O'f  improvements  necessary  tO'  bring 
their  property  up  tO'  the  required  standard.  The  terms  of  the 
Act  permit  the  Council  tO'  make  a grant  o‘f  not  more  than 
50%  of  the  cost  of  improvements  (which  include  such  items 
as  the  provision  of  hot  water  supply,  bath,  water  closet,  etc.), 
but  the  grant  is  optional  and  the  Council  may  refuse  tO'  make 
a grant,  or  may  agree  to^  make  less  than  50%.  Repairs  to 
property  are  excluded  from  the  scheme;  applications  are  ex- 
amined in  detail,  and  co'sts  of  repairs  and  improvements 
separated.  The  payment  of  a grant  is  conditional  on  the  re- 
pairs having  been  carried  out  and  the  property  being  kept  in 
a satisfactory  state  of  repairs. 

During  the  year,  17  applications  were  approved  by  the 
Council  in  respect  ot  dwellings.  The  total  cost  of  the  works 
carried  out  on  the  ])ro])erties  was  £4,386,  of  which  the  Council 
granted  £1,849. 

It  is  considered  the  Act  offers  an  excellent  method  of 
provding  the  amenities  to  properties  in  the  area,  in  which  all 
interested  parties  benefit.  The  tenant  enjoys  the  use  of  the 
improved  conditious ; the  owner  can  obtain  a percentage  in- 
creased rent  on  his  portion  of  the  expenditure;  the  Council, 
who  have  only  to  find  one  quarter  of  the  grant  from  local 
funds,  are  likely  to  receive  increased  revenue  from  the  pro- 
perty due  to  an  improved  rateable  value.  What  is  perhaps 
most  important,  the  property  is  prevented  from  becoming 
sub-standard,  and  thus  obviates  the  necessity  of  a replacement 
Council  house. 

Slum  Clearance. 

With  the  introduction  of  the  Housing  Repairs  and  Rents 
Act,  1954,  the  Minister  has  requested  local  authorities  to 
resume  the  full  exercise  of  their  powers  for  dealing  with  unfit 
properties  as  prescribed  by  the  Ifousing  Act,  1936. 

In  addition,  the  Minister  of  Housing  and  Loeal  Government 
issued  a Circular  55/54,  dated  25th  August,  1954,  requiring 
local  authorities  to  submit  to  him  within  twelve  months, 
proposals  for  the  dealing  in  one  way  or  another  with  the 
houses  in  their  area  which  appear  tO'  be  unfit  for  habitation 
and  liable  to  demolition.  The  Minister  makes  it  clear  that 
he  does  not  expect  more  than  an  estimate  of  the  total  number 
of  unfit  houses  in  the  Council’s  area,  and  of  the  period  the 
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Council  think  they  will  need  to  secure  the  demolition  of  all 
these  houses,  together  with  the  Councirs  programme  of  action 
in  relation  toi  these  houses  during  the  next  five  years. 

At  the  present  time  there  are  21  houses  in  the  Clearance 
Areas  confirmed  by  order  in  1937.  Of  these,  13  are  still  oc- 
cupied. 

In  framing  a policy  therefore,  concerning  the  future  Council 
housing  building  programme,  it  will  be  necessary  to  have 
regard  to  the  rehousing  of  persons  displaced  by  the  demolition 
of  unfit  houses. 

It  is  suggested  that  a definite  percentage  of  new  Council 
Houses  should  be  allocated  for  this  purpose. 


Food  Premises. 

124  routine  inspections  of  premises  where  food  is  handled 
have  been  made,  in  the  main  to  improve  structural  standards. 
It  will  be  appreciated,  however,  that  although  the  premises 
may  satisfy  requirements,  regular  inspection  is  necessary  to 
prevent  contamination  of  food  both  in  storage  and  during 
handling. 

A further  3 premises  have  been  registered  for  the  sale  of 
ice  cream. 

The  registration  of  public  houses  for  the  sale  of  ice  cream 
is  not  required  under  the  provisions  of  the  Food  and  Drugs 
Act,  1938,  but  where  applications  have  been  received,  ap])li- 
cants  have  been  referred  to  the  Police  for  such  action  as  is 
considered  necessary. 

Improvements  to  the  sanitary  accommodation  and  internal 
arrangements  have  been  carried  out  to  7 public  houses  and 
works  are  in  progress  at  3 premises. 


Meat  and  Other  Foods  Inspection. 

With  the  decontrol  of  the  slaughter  of  animals,  responsi- 
bility for  the  inspection  of  meat  reverted  to  the  local  authority 
with  effect  from  the  3rd  July.  There  are  6 licensed  slaughter 
houses  in  the  district;  2 situated  at  Dunnington,  and  one  each 
at  Clifife,  Escrick,  Elvington  and  Fulford. 

The  memorandum  regarding  the  methods  and  criteria  of 
meat  inspection  recommended  by  the  Ministry  of  Food  for 
adoption  by  Local  Authorities  and  their  officers  require  that 
carcases  should  be  inspected  preferably  at  the  time  of 
slaughter. 
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Although  it  is  frequently  necessary  for  inspections  to  be 
undertaken  outside  normal  working  hours,  every  effort  has 
been  made  to  carry  out  these  recommendations  and  all  car- 
cases have  been  examined. 

Of  the  220  bovines,  466  sheep  and  230  pigs  inspected,  234 
stones  of  diseased  meat  have  been  condemned.  The  inspection 
of  these  carcases  has  necessitated  212_  visits  to  slaughter 
houses,  and  it  has  been  found  equitable  that  as  both  the 
Sanitary  Inspector  and  the  Additional  Sanitary  Inspector  are 
qualified  meat  inspectors,  the  duties  have  been  shared.  This 
has  reduced  delay  tO'  a minimum  for  the  butcher,  and  has 
divided  the  extra  travelling  mileage  caused  by  these  additional 
duties. 


General  Public  Health  and  Housing  Inspections. 

.-Ml  complaints  of  nuisance  and  housing  disrepair  have  been 
investigated  and  the  appropriate  action  taken;  no'  circum- 
stances required  submission  to  the  Council  for  formal  action. 
Excluding  food  premises  reported,  a total  of  1,012  visits  has 
been  recorded,  dealing  with  the  Housing,  Public  Health  and 
Factory  -\cts,  and  miscellaneous  Regulations  and  Byelaws.
